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PREFACE. 


The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Carriage  Builders'  National  Association,  in  presenting  to  the 
members  the  following  Cost  Schedules  of  Stock  and  Labor  entering  into  the  Construction  of  Pleasure 
Carriages,  do  so  with  the  hope  that  they  will  be  examined  closely  when  making  estimates  on  the  cost 
of  new  work. 

The  cost  of  labor  is  not  given,  as  each  shop  has  its  own  special  prices,  which  necessarily  vary 
in  different  localities,  and  only  the  quantities  and  weights  of  materials  employed  in  construction  are 
furnished. 

These  examples  comprise  estimates  for  twenty-one  Carriages,  and  from  these  the  builder  'will 
find  it  an  easy  matter  to  estimate  on  other  styles  not  included  in  this  work,  by  merely  adding  or  deducting 
such  materials  as  the  case  may  require. 

These  Schedules  were  prepared  by  Mr.  Henry  H.  Hodges,  of  Philadelphia,  the  well-known  expert  on 
estimates,  now  and  for  many  years  past  in  the  employ  of  Mr.  Wm.  D.  Rogers ;  and  they  are  offered  as 
the  requirements  for  first-class  work,  and  may  need  some  modification  to  meet  the  wants  of  a  lower 
grade.  The  interest  and  patient  labor  given  by  Mr.  Hodges  to  the  task  of  making  up  these  specifications 
entitle  him  to  the  thanks  of  all  members  of  the  Association.  Your  Committee  cannot  but  consider 
this  publication  one  of  the  most  valuable  that  has  thus  far  been  issued  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Association,  and  they  heartily  recommend  it  to  the  careful  consideration  of  members.
